"of Europe were once united under the domination of the Church of 
Rome; you know what resulted. 

‘Freedom’ also sounds wonderful in a semantic sentence, and 
democracy’ may ring as true from the gaping mouth of a Hitler, a 
Mussolini, a Franco or a Stalin as if uttered by a Thomas Jefferson. 

Only one kind of religion is good — good religion. Only one kind 
pot unity is worth while — if all are united on the right thing. Freedom

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E IN AMERICA get but a 

Western view of the Vatican. 
Russia looks West, but gets an East- 
ern look at the Pope. It may be of 
interest to our readers to know what 
kind of a picture the Russians get of 
the Pope and his activities through 
their Western window in the Iron 
Curtain. 

The New Times, a weekly maga- 
zine published in English and three 
other languages in Moscow, in its is- 
sue of last June 30th, gives us some 
sharp and very highly colored pic- 
tures that they have taken of the Pope 
through that Iron Curtain window. 
Being nearer to Tokyo than we are, 
the Russians naturally see many simi- 
larities between the Japanese Mikado 
and the Pope of Rome. They have 
taken note of their recent Jove-mak-

ing, as evidenced by the exchange of 
photographs and the visit to Hirohito 
of Cardinal Spellman and fourteen 
other high Catholic Church prelates. 


The first highlight in these Russian 
snapshots of the Pope and the Mikado 
is the reference to the growing friend 
ship between these “two represents 
tives of the almost extinct profession 
of god-men.” But the Russian obser 
ers see a difference between the two, 
a difference, by the way, brought 
about by the defeat of Fascism and 
Nazism which they describe as “a s¢ 
vere blow to both of them.” This dif 
ference consists in the fact that where 
as the Mikado (or “Tenno,” as the 
Russians call him) has preserved his 
secular titles and big estates, he has 
lost his divine virtue. Pius, on the 
other hand, say the Russians, has still 
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his divine virtue but has lost a con- 
siderable part of his revenue. 

This Soviet magazine also sees great 
significance in the mission of Cardinal 
Spellman to Tokyo last June. They 
see in him “one of the youngest and 
most influential of the Catholic Car- 
dinals . . . actually the only one that 
is a.real prop to the Holy See.” All 
the rest of the Cardinals, they say, do 
not support Pius XII, but rather need 
his support for themselves. The Rus- 
sians are sure that the Pope is con- 
vinced that the future of the Roman 
Catholic Church lies in the United 
States. 


The Russians are also interested in 
Pope Pius XII’s successor. They see 
that he is “reaching that advanced 
age which makes no distinction be- 
tween a God-man and an ordinary 
mortal.” The Russians are also sure 
that all who are interested in the pow- 
er and glory of the Vatican look to 
the United States to provide it with 
what it needs. The symbolical holy 
grail, they say, “now reposes in a 
giant skyscraper on Wall Street.” 


The Russians from their viewpoint 
behind the Iron Curtain are also real- 
istic enough to bring up the question 
whether the “ew pope will still com- 
mand his forces from Rome, or mi- 
grate to safer and snugger quarters.” 
They suggest that a new Rome might 
be founded in Washington. The new 
pope, say the Russians, with a grin, 
would be very much at home in Wash- 
ington, where he would even have a 
Holy Inquisition, “familiarly known 
as the Committee on Un-American 
Activities.”

Menno was born in 1496 of a Dutch 
peasant family in the village of Wit 
marsum in the province of Friesland 
He was ordained a Catholic priest ia 
March 1524, at the age of 28, im 
Utrecht, and left the priesthood ia 
1536. His twelve years as a priest wete 
spent in the usual routine work ofa 
Catholic priest in a small country vit 
lage. His conversion was a slow pf 
cess, one pillar of Catholic belief after 
another breaking down over a period 
of nearly five years. It was his effott 
to save his Catholic people from the 
error of the Miinsterites that created ia 
himself the inner spiritual conflict that 
led to his complete conversion from 
the Roman Catholic priesthood. In 
order to keep the pious souls entrusted 
to his care—and who were dissatis 
fied with the Catholic Church—from 
being involved with the heresy and 
the extremes of the Miinsterites, ht 
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was forced to provide them with 
something better than the two. The 
more successfully he fought the Miin- 
sterites, the more intolerable the er- 
rors of Rome became to his conscience. 


For nearly a year before his final 
break with the -Catholic Church he 
endeavored to preach the Evangelical 
doctrine from his Catholic pulpit. This 
he could not long maintain. Conse- 
quently he voluntarily, and without 
compulsion, ‘forsook Babel and en- 
tered the true church, the house of his 
Lord.” 


He describes his actual conversion 
as follows: “My heart trembled in my 
body. I prayed God with sighs and 
tears that He would give me, a trou- 
bled sinner, the gift of His grace and 
create a clean heart in me, and that 
through the merits of the crimson 
blood of Christ, He would graciously 
forgive my unclean walk and ease- 
seeking life, and bestow upon me wis- 
dom, candor and courage, that I 
might preach His exalted and ador- 
able name and Holy Word unadulter- 
ated and make manifest His truth to 
His praise.” * 

Simons relinquished his pulpit and 
his charge as parish priest of Witmar- 
sum on Sunday, January 30, 1536, and 
for nearly a year after this, sought 
shelter and retirement among friends 
of the reformed church in “Groningen 
where he was later ordained as an el- 
det or bishop of the Church of the 
Brethren. 


Like Luther, Menno was no inno- 
vator, nor did he found any new

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church. He was no great theologian, 
although he knew well how to pre- 
sent the plain teachings of the Bible 
with force and clarity. Nor was he a 
great organizer, although he rendered 
great service in the guidance which he 
gave to the bishops and ministers of 
the reformed church. Yet, Menno Si- 
mons can justly be called “one of the 
great religious leaders of his day and 
land, perhaps the most outstanding 
religious leader of the Netherlands of 
his time.” 

For twenty-five years after he re- 
nounced the Roman Catholic priest- 
hood, Menno labored through the 
Netherlands reasserting his reformed 
teaching and suffered grievous perse- 
cution. Toward the end of his life he 
found refuge under the protection of 
Baron von Ahlefeldt at Fresenburg 
and Wustenfeldt. His death occurred 
on January 31, 1561. 


His teachings were based upon two 
fundamental Biblical ideals: the ideal 
of practical holiness, and the ideal of 
the high place of the church in the 
life of the believer and in the cause 
of Christ. “Out of these,” says his 
biographer, “was born the ideal of 
complete separation of church and 
state, of toleration and freedom of 
conscience, of high moral and social 
ideals, of the preaching and practice 
of peace, of the supreme sovereignty 
of Christ over His own in this worldly 
world of ours—all ideals far. in ad- 
vance of their day, but which today 
have fairly become the common and 
cherished possession of a large section 
of English and American Protestant- 
ism.

Excerpts from Menno’s Writings 


Menno can best be judged by his 
writings. True Christians today can- 
not but be amazed at the keen spir- 
itual insight of this converted priest 
into the mystery of Godliness in the 
Christian dispensation — more so in 
view of the depth of corruption in the 
Church of which he had been a priest. 
A few excerpts from Menno’s writings 
follow: 


Sin 

“We cannot be saved therefrom 
(we speak of those who have com- 
mitted sins) unless we, by true and 
unfeigned faith, accept Christ Jesus, 
the only and eternal means of grace, 
and thus with the eyes of our mind 
look upon the brazen serpent, which 
for us miserable, poisoned sinners, is 
lifted up by God our heavenly Father, 
as a sign of salvation; for apart from 
Him and without Him there is no sal- 
vation for our souls, no atonement nor 
peace, but only disgrace, wrath and 
death is to be looked for eternally.” 


The Atonement 

“I think this may well be called a 
joyous Gospel and glad tidings to all 
convicted and troubled souls who, 
through the law, have been brought to 
a knowledge of their sins and know 
that they are in danger of eternal 
death, who tremble before the right- 
eous judgment and wrath of God— 
that the almighty, eternal God and 
Father has so loved us poor, perishing 
sinners who were so far estranged from 
Him and according to His righteous 
judgment had deserved eternal death, 
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that He sent into this world His ab 
mighty, eternal Word, His only, eter 
nal and beloved Son, the brightness of 
His glory, as a poor mortal man, like 
unto Adam before the fall, as a proof 
and means of His grace; and that He 
through His perfect righteousness, 
willing obedience and innocent death, 
has brought us from the kingdom and 
dominion of Satan into the kingdom 
of His divine grace and eternal 


peace.” 


Repentance 

“Such repentance we teach, and no 
other, namely that no one may right 
fully glory in God’s grace, forgive 
ness of his sins and the merits of 
Christ, unless the fruits of true re 
pentance are found in his life. It is not 
enough that we say, we are Abra 
ham’s children, that we bear the Chris 
tian name, but we must have the 
works of Abraham (John 8:39). We 
must walk as all true children of God 
are bidden and commanded in the 
Word of the Lord; as John says: If 
we say that we have fellowship with 
him, and walk in darkness, we lie, and 
the truth is not in us. But if we walk 
in the light as he is in the light, we 


have fellowship one with another, and’ 


the blood .of Jesus Christ his Som 
cleanseth us from all sin’ (JI Joba 
1:6, 7).”

Glamorous vestments and long-drawn-out rituals are still characteristic of the liturgy 
of the Greek Orthodox Church, It made its protest against Rome in the 10th century, 
but did not benefit by the cleansing process of the Protestant Reformation in the 16th 
century. 
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most of whom are Russians. His ofh- 
cial title is “Archbishop of Constanti- 
nople, New Rome, and Ecumenical 
Patriarch.” Theoretically, the new pa- 
triarch is the superior of Patriarch 
Alexei of Moscow, and is known as 
a confirmed anti-Communist. 


This news item brings to mind 
many historic facts. The Greek Orth- 
odox Church was the first mass Prot- 
estant movement against the errone- 
ous claims of Rome. It firmly rejected 
the claim that any man could be the 
‘Vicar of Jesus Christ’ and the mouth- 
piece of the Holy Spirit. Although the 
Greek Orthodox Church did not bene- 
fit by any cleansing process like the 
Protestant Reformation, it has always 
rejected Purgatory, auricular confes- 
sion, and many other dogmas added 
by the Roman Church before and af- 
ter the division of Christendom into 
East and West. 

Though ruling, in the past, even 
larger numbers of church members 
than the popes of Rome, the patri- 
archs of the Greek Church have never 
interfered in politics as the popes of 
Rome have. Continuing this tradition, 
the new patriarch, according to the 
N.Y. Times of last November 2, de- 
dared that he was content to be recog- 
nized “simply as a churchman who 
does not understand politics and does 
not want to become involved in poli- 
ties,” 

There was a time when Constanti- 
nople was called ‘““New Rome,” which 
completely eclipsed old Rome on the 
Tiber. It was only by pure historical 
chance that the old Rome in Italy 
eventually established itself as the 
center of Christendom and its popes 
assumed the title of “Vicar of Jesus

oo are made by Roman Cath- 
olic propagandists that an aver- 
age of about 100,000 Protestants and 
others join their Church every year. 
Why are so many led to do so? 
Among them there must be some of 
more than average intelligence. Do 
they blow out their brains to become 
Roman Catholics? What do they see 
in the Roman Catholic Church to in- 
duce them to make this great change 
in their lives? What do they find at- 
tractive in the Roman Catholic 
Church? And what changes, if any, 
come about in their outlook on this 
world and the next? 

In many mazagine articles, in books 
and pamphlets, I have marshalled ar- 
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gument upon argument against jolt 
ing the Roman Catholic Church. 
should be interesting therefore, fora 
change, to outline all the possible 
good points in favor of joining th 
Roman Catholic Church. I will first 
list the attractions and advantages the 
Catholic Church offers, both to thos 
who have been members of it from 
birth as well as to those who joint 
in later life. Then by contrasting thes 
with the advantages offered in Evat 
gelical Protestant teaching, it should 
be easy to make an objective choit 
between the two.

were disappointed in the reasons giv- 
en by Mrs. Clare Booth Luce in the 
much-publicized story of her conver- 
sion a year or two ago. It is now gen- 
erally admitted that all the fanfare 
connected with the articles she wrote 
in McCall’s Magazine was little more 
than a publicity stunt that benefited 
Mrs. Luce herself — and the Roman 
Catholic Church. Even her publisher 
now admits that Mrs. Luce has no 
teal story of a spiritual conversion, 
and that her story in book form would 
be only further glorification of Clare 
Booth Luce. For this reason her book 
has been abandoned. 

Yet there are those hundreds of 
thousands of others, who may or may 
not have heard of Mrs. Luce and who, 
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independently of her (and Monsignor 
Fulton J. Sheen), join the Roman 
Catholic Church year after year. Noth- 
ing need be said in this article of the 
much larger number of Roman Cath- 
olics who join Protestant Churches ev- 
ery year, nor of the many priests of 
the Roman Catholic Church who are 
converted to Protestantism. Hundreds 
of such priests are known to us at 
Christ’s Mission. 


SPIRITUAL CHANGE? 


The conversion, or turnover, of a 
person from one religious belief to 
another would indicate, on the face of 
it, that such a person has undergone 
an inner spiritual change. But some, 
of course, make the change for other

reasons. A man may become a Roman 
Catholic merely to marry a Roman 
Catholic girl with whom he has fallen 
desperately in love, if she demands 
this as a condition of her consent to 
marry him. And there are those who 
join the Roman Catholic Church for 
economic reasons—either to secure a 
well-paying job, or to rise to a higher 
position in a business firm which will 
entrust such a position only to a Ro- 
man Catholic. 


Some become Roman Catholics ev- 
en for political reasons. An outstand- 
ing example of this was Mussolini 
who publicly became a Roman Catho- 
lic, was remarried by a Catholic priest, 
and even accepted the services of a 
private chaplain, in order to consoli- 
date his position as Fascist dictator by 
an alliance with the Vatican.

American governments are nominally 
Roman Catholics because it serves 
their political fortunes to be outward- 
ly on the side of the dominant Church. 
But the Catholicism they wear on their 
sleeves, and which they profess in 
public ceremonies, has nothing to do 
with the condition of their souls with- 
in. Likewise, no Tammany Hall poli- 
tician in New York would miss the 
opportunity of being publicly seen 
counting his rosary beads at every 
public ceremony in St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedral. 
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THE COMFORT OF A CROWD 


Even religious motivations may be 
rooted in causes other than true spin 
itual conviction. One of the greatest, 
perhaps the most potent, of religious 
motivations is fear of being left alone; 
of not believing with the great ma 
jority of people, and therefore of being 
apart from the great mass of human- 
ity when the day of eternal reckoning 
comes. 


One must be either a hero or a here. 
tic to stand out from the crowd and 
proclaim his own individual belief in 
God and the hereafter. In olden days 
heroes of this kind were burned at

where a person has no need to fear 
imprisonment or death if he believes 
differently from other people, there 
still remains the psychological fear of 
being cut off eternally from the rest 
of mankind for daring to differ from 
them on matters that concern eternal 
happiness or eternal damnation. 
“There is safety in numbers,” is an 
axiom that many people are inclined 
to follow when it comes to a choice 
of religion. 


It should not be surprising, there 
fore, that the first and greatest attrac- 
tion offered by Roman Catholic prop- 
agandists to Protestants to join the 
Roman Catholic Church is this seem 
ingly overwhelming argument of 
numbers.

‘IT’S IN YOUR BLOOD!’ 


Perhaps the strangest argument of 
all used by Catholic propagandists is 
that Protestants by joining the Roman 
Catholic Church are merely returning 
to the Church of their ancestors. “You 
are a Catholic by blood, a Protestant 
by mistake in leadership,” they will 
say to you. There were no Protestants 
before the year 1517, they argue, since 
all the first Protestants were Roman 
Catholics who broke away from the 
Roman Catholic Church. Yours was 
once a Catholic name, they will say, 
even though you may be called Paul 
Martin Luther or Andy McPherson!

Perhaps the most powerful argu 
ment of the Roman Catholic Church 
is its doctrine of Purgatory.

It has been suggested, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Budapest in 
the Chicago ‘Sun-Times,’ that these nuns 
become housekeepers, but it is feared that 
they would then displace other worthy 
women from their jobs. The state authori- 
ties have no objections to nuns continu- 
ing as teachers in the new school system 
in Hungary, but Cardinal Mindszenty, 
Primate of Hungary, has forbidden Catho- 
lics to be teachers in the state schools of 
Hungary and has threatened to excom- 
municate any Catholic teacher who does 
so.

& RELIGIOUS PUBLICATIONS in Amer- 
ca have enormously increased their cit 
culation during the past seven years, a 
cording to a Religious News Service poll 
reported in ‘Newsweek’ for last Sept. 22 
Of seventy representative Protestant and 
Catholic newspapers and magazines poll 
ed, fifty-seven increased their circulation 
from 10% to 500%. Only eight of the 
seventy suffered a loss in circulation, and 
five reported. neither gain nor loss, Re 
porting the largest increase in circulatia 
was the ‘Bible Society Record,’ which it 
creased its 1940 total more than five, 
times, to the present figure of 210,000. 
The Jesuit magazine ‘America,’ most i+ 
fluential Jesuit periodical in the country, 
increased its circulation by 12,000. 

Sven more phenomenal has been the 
increase in circulation of THE CONVERT 
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ED CATHOLIC MAGAZINE. It began in 
1940 with no subscribers and now has 
nearly 40,000. 


mp IN 1946 the priests and people of the 
Ruthenian (Roman Catholic) Churches in 
the Ukraine transferred their allegiance 
from Rome to the Russian Orthodox 
Church. Last October 5, Bishop Gavril Kos- 
telnik, of Lwow, who led this movement 
away from Rome was assassinated. A Kiev

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‘Penance or Repentance? 


Does Penance belong among the sac- 
raments of the Christian Church? 


Answer: 


No. Penance is not a sacrament of 
the Christian Church and is substi- 
tuted by the Roman Catholic Church 
for Christian repentance in order to 
sustain the power of its priesthood. 


HE EARLY CHRISTIANS be- 

lieved, according to the Scriptures, 
that God alone can forgive sins. They 
publicly confessed their sins one to 
another, and prayed in the Lord's 
Prayer, “Forgive us our debts as we 
forgive our debtors.” 


The Roman Catholic Church has 
always insisted on substituting the old 
pagan Roman word “penance” for 
the New Testament word “‘repent- 
ance.” Thus, the Douay (Roman 
Catholic) version of the New Testa- 
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By PETER J. DoEswyk 


ment wrongly translates the Greek 
word for repentance, metanoia, with 
the Roman and pagan word “pen- 
ance.” This may be seen in many 
verses of the New Testament. For 
instance, in Matt. 4:17, Christ says, 
“Repent: for the Kingdom of Heaven 
is at hand.” The Douay (Catholic) 
version says, “Do penance, for the 
Kingdom of Heaven is at hand.” 
Again the Douay New Testament 
says, “Unless you do penance you 
shall all likewise perish.” The correct 
translation, as found in all Protestant 
versions of the New Testament, is 
"Unless you repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish.” 

There is all the difference in the 
world between these two words. One 
is a Latin word and the other is Greek. 
The Greek word “repentance” (me- 
tanoia) means a change of heart, a 
turning around, as the word conver- 
sion means. Penance, on the other 
hand, is the performance of certain 
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1ites and operations of men. Repent- 
ance is effected by the grace of God; 
penance is accomplished by the hands 
of men. But because of the necessity 
of sustaining the power of its priests 
by the sacrifices and absolutions which 
they perform with their hands, the 
Roman Catholic Church is obliged, in 
order to safeguard its whole structure 
against destruction, to insist upon the 
teaching of penance in place of re- 
pentance. 


EARLY CHRISTIAN TIMES 


Although the word and the prac- 
tice of penance was borrowed from 
the pagans, the early Christians intro- 
duced certain penitential rights, which 
at first involved no direct denial of 
true Christian teaching. The peniten- 
tial system of the early Christians may 
be compared with the practices of 
civil courts. Christians in those days 
who had committed a public crime, 
were barred by the Church from the 
holy communion of the saints. They 
were publicly excommunicated until 
they had fulfilled a public penance of 
punishment. They were obliged to 
confess their sins publicly to God in 
the presence of an elder or a bishop 
of the Church. The word penance, as 
used by the early Christians, is re- 
lated to the word penitentiary (pris- 
on). Those who were disciplined 
were known as penitents. But no pow- 
er of absolution was claimed under 


this disciplinary system. When the. 


time of public penance was fulfilled, 
the criminal ceased to be a penitent; 
the excommunication was lifted, and 
he could again partake of the Lord’s 
Supper. The Catholic sacrament is 
still known as the “sacrament of pen- 
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ance” or punishment, although it i 
popularly known as “confession.” Te 
day the penance is but a part of com 
fession, while formerly confession 
was but a part of penance. The abso. 
lution of Roman Catholic priests ig 
the confession box is now the essen. 
tial part of the Roman Catholic sacra. 
ment. But this is of very recent origin, 
since the priestly power of absolution 
was never involved in the early Chris. 
tian disciplinary practice of penance, 

In early Christian times there were 
three capital sins: adultery, murder 
and idolatry. The punishment for 


these was excommunication for life, 


In the time of Tertullian the Bishop 
of Rome took it upon himself to te 
duce the number of capital sins to 
two, by allowing adulterers and forni- 
cators to perform penances and thus 
to partake again in the religious sery- 
ices of the church. By doing so, how. 
ever, the Bishop of Rome never im- 
tended to “pardon” en masse all adul- 
terers, but merely wished to commute 
the life sentence of excommunication. 
His innovation had no relation to im 
dulgence or the granting of absolu- 
tion from the guilt of sin. Yet Tertul- 
lian violently attacked this innovation 
of the Bishop of Rome, and quoted 
the Bible as follows, “Who, more- 
over, was able to pardon sins? This 
was His prerogative alone, for ‘who 
remitteth sins but God alone’... 
To clinch his argument, Tertullian 
says that not even the Apostles had 
the power to pardon sins, even though 
they had the power of healing and 
prophecy. He adds that even if this 
power had been granted to the Apos 
tles, the Bishop of Rome could not 
claim this power, since he lacks the 
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prophetic and apostolic character, and 
is even unable to perform their mir- 


acles.* 


Yet, Roman Catholic apologists, as 
Father Conway in his Question Box, 
use Tertullian in this instance to prove 
the Roman Catholic practice of auri- 
cular confession. 


HISTORY OF CONFESSION 


Nearly all the early Fathers and his- 
torians have written on the subject 
of confession (St. Clement of Alex- 
andria, 150-220, in Strom. 2; Origen, 
185-240, in Hom. Lev. 15:2; etc.) 
Many early Fathers, like Tertullian 
(d. 230), Ambrose (d. 397), have 
written books on penance. The early 
Councils of the Church, such as the 
Council ad Quercum (430) and the 
Third Council of Toledo (589), deal 
with the early practices of Penance. 
The late Henry C. Lea, professor of 
the State University of Pennsylvania, 
collected in his long lifetime 12,000 
volumes on the subject before he 
wrote his famous book, History of 
Auricular Confession. 


If this question must be decided 
by the authority of men who wrote 
the history of it, it is safer to depend 
upon this great scholar, Henry C. Lea, 
than upon the professional theolog- 
ians of the Roman Catholic Church 
whose sole aim is to uphold the cor- 
fupt institutions of their Church by 
quoting falsified or misleading texts.

WITNESS OF SAINT CYPRIAN 


An example of the dishonesty of 
Roman Catholic apologists in defend- 
ing the practice of auricular confes- 
sion may be clearly seen from the way 
in which Father Conway in his Ques- 
tion Box tries to use Saint Cyprian as 
a witness to the apostolicity of. the 
Catholic Sacrament of Penance. He 
writes: “Saint Cyprian (200-258) also 
mentions secret confession in his trea- 
tise De Lapsis, 28, 19.” He also refers 
to St. Cyprian’s Epistle (16:2). Either 
Father Conway never read the full 
text of these two sources, or if he did, 
he must purposely deceive his readers 
by a Jesuitical use of the word “men- 
tion.” 
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Here is the full text from St. Cy- 
prian’s De Lapsis, 17: 

“Let no one mislead himself, let no one 
deceive himself. The Lord alone can 
bestow mercy. He alone can grant for- 
giveness of sins which are committed 
against Himself, who bore our sins, 
who suffered for us, whom God deliv- 
ered up for our sins. Man is not greater 
than God; nor can a servant remit or 
grant pardon to: that which has been 
committed against his master 


‘cursed be the man that trusteth on 
man.’ 9e2 


Nor can anyone say that any differ- 
ent meaning can be taken from this 
quotation from its context. In the pre- 
ceding chapter, speaking of “peni- 
tence,” St. Cyprian uses such expres- 
sions as a “‘secret corruption” by “the 
crafty enemy.” Likewise, in the fol- 
lowing chapter he says: “But if any- 
one... thinks that he can give re- 
mission of sins to all, or dares to re- 
scind the Lord’s precepts . . .” These 
quotations may be checked in almost 
any public library. 


In his Epistle, which Father Con- 
way uses, St. Cyprian bluntly denies 
the claim of anyone to be able to ab- 
solve from sin as follows: 


*Lest anyone should question the English trans- 
lation, here is the original Latin: 

“Nemo se fallat, nemo decipiat. Solus Domi- 
nus misereri potest. Veniam peccatis quae in 
ipsum commissa sunt, solus potest ille largivi 
qui peccata nostra portavit, qui pro nobis dolu- 
it, quem Deus tradidit pro peccatis nostris. 
Homo Deo major non potest esse; nec re- 
mittere aut donare indulgentia sua servus po- 
test quod in Dominum delicto graviore com- 
missum est... Maledictus homo qui spem 
habet in hominem.” (Latin text: Migne’s 
Patrologia, 1844 ed., vol. IV, p. 479; Corpus

Church of Africa, with the title of 
“Papa” (Pope), a title generally used 
by all the patriarchs of the different 
branches of the Christian Church. He 
was, perhaps, the most learned man 
of his day. St. Jerome says of him: 
"It would be superfluous to speak of 
his genius, since his works are more 
brilliant than the sun.” Even the Ro- 
man Catholic Church honors his feast 
day on the 16th of September with a 
special mass. Yet what Cyprian taught 
about the forgiveness of sins is the 
same as taught by the Protestant Re- 
formers in the sixteenth century when 
they reasserted the true Christian gos- 
pel of salvation. 


Thousands of Protestants were mar- 
tyred by the Roman Catholic Church 
by insisting, with St. Cyprian, on deny- 
ing the claims of Roman Catholic 
ptiests to be able to forgive sins in 
confession. The whole Reformation 
movement centered around the re- 
proclamation of this great central fact 
of Christian soteriology. Upholding 
Christ on Calvary and His finished 
sacrifice, offered once for all and for- 
ever, and which saves to the utter- 
most, the Protestant Reformers defied 
the Pope of Rome as Cyprian did 
when he said, “Let no man mislead 
himself, let no one deceive himself. 
The Lord alone can bestow mercy. He 
alone can grant forgiveness of sins 
which we committed against Him- 


self. 


What are we to think, therefore, of 
Roman Catholic apologists today who 
dare to use the name of St. Cyprian 
to support their unscriptural claims 
that Roman Catholic priests can for- 
give the guilt of sin? 


To prove that this corrupt, unscrip- 
tural teaching is broadcast in modern 
America today by Roman Catholic 
propaganda, I conclude this article 
with the following quotation taken 
from an advertisement of the Knights 
of Columbus in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch: 

“Christ empowered Catholic priests not 

merely to announce that sins were for- 

given, but actually to forgive sims .. . 

And finally note that this authority is 

not confined to any particular kind of 


sins, but extends to all sins without ex- 
ception.”

The Peace 
of 
Westphalia 
(“Cujus regio 
ejus religio”’ ) 


AST OCTOBER 
24, was the 
300th anniversary 
of the signing of 
The Peace of West- 
phalia—one of the 
most momentous 
documents in the history of Christen- 
dom. Americans, who perhaps more 
than any other people in the world en- 
joy the blessings of that historic event, 
were entirely oblivious of its anniver- 


sary. 

The Peace of Westphalia (compris- 
ing the Treaties of Muenster and of 
Osnabruck in 1648) brought an end 
to the Thirty Years’ War. It was also 
the beginning of that long period in 
history governed by the Protestant 
principles of tolerance, freedom and 
decency, and which may be said to 
have come to an end with the signing 
of the Lateran Pact between the Pope 
and Mussolini in the year 1929. 

The Peace of Westphalia affected 
the relationships of the nations of all 
of Europe, and established the begin- 
nings of a new order of peace and 
freedom among them.

Reading between the lines of this 
news report from Portugal, we sus- 
pect that these nuns have in some way 
discovered the true evangelical teach- 
ing about salvation by grace, and are 
being hounded and disbanded by the 
authorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church. It reminds us of the story of 
the nuns of Port Royal who were per- 
secuted, tortured and imprisoned by 
their Church authorities for insisting 
upon believing in salvation by grace. 


Our opinion is strengthened by fur- 
ther details in this news report, which 
states that the people in the village 
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where this convent is situated have 
been turned against the nuns by super- 
stitious fears instilled into them by 
the priests.

OPE GREGORY the Great 
(597-604), known as the first 
pope who attempted to impose 
celibacy upon the priests of the 
Roman Catholic Church, once 
wrote a letter to the Church of 
Corsica, in Italy. (Epistle 52, in 
Migne, Latin series, vol. 77, p. 
515): 
“Preaterea volumus ut sacer- 
dotes qui in Corsica commoran- 
tur prohiberi debeant ne cum 
mulieribus conversentur, excep- 
ta duntaxat matre, sorore vel 
uxore, quae caste regenda est.” 


Which means: 


“Furthermore, We order that 
priests who reside in Corsica shall 
be forbidden to run around with 
women, with the exception, how- 
ever, of a mother, a sister, or a 
wife, who is to be chaperoned with 
modesty.” 


This is in keeping with I Cor. 
9:5, and the wise provision of al- 
lowing legal marriage to Protes- 
tant clergymen.
